This  season’s  BSO  Archives  exhibit,  located  throughout  the  orchestra  and  first-balcony 
levels  of  Symphony  Hall,  displays  the  breadth  and  depth  of  the  Archives’  holdings, 
which  document  countless  facets  of  the  orchestra’s  history — music  directors,  players 
and  instrument  sections,  and  composers,  as  well  as  the  world-famous  acoustics  and 
architectural  features  of  Symphony  Hall. 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THIS  YEAR'S  EXHIBIT  INCLUDE,  ON  THE  ORCHESTRA  LEVEL  OF 
SYMPHONY  hall: 

• a continuation  of  last  year’s  survey  of  BSO  concertmasters,  this  year  with  a special 
emphasis  on  Joseph  Silverstein  (concertmaster,  1962-1984),  as  well  as  photographs 
and  documents  relating  to  the  history  of  the  BSO’s  string  section; 

a display  case  devoted  to  former  BSO  flutist  James  Pappoutsakis  (orchestra  member, 
1937-1978)  highlighting  his  background,  career,  and  legacy,  and  displaying  for  the  first 
time  memorabilia  donated  to  the  BSO  Archives  by  Mrs.  Pappoutsakis  in  1995:  and 

a display  case  devoted  to  the  bassoonists  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra. 

EXHIBITS  ON  THE  FIRST-BALCONY  LEVEL  OF  SYMPHONY  HALL  INCLUDE: 

• an  exploration  of  Charles  Munch’s  tenure  as  BSO  music  director  (1949-1962),  with  a 
special  focus  on  his  Alsatian  roots,  his  recorded  legacy  with  the  BSO,  and  works  com- 
missioned and  premiered  during  his  tenure  (Cabot-Cahners  Room); 

• a 75th-birthday  tribute  to  Seiji  Ozawa,  the  BSO’s  music  director  from  1973  to  2002 
(outside  the  Cabot-Cahners  Room,  first-balcony  right); 

• a look  at  the  BSO’s  close  association  with  American  composer  Walter  Piston  (1894- 
1976),  embellished  by  a bronze  bust  of  the  composer,  by  Beatrice  Paipert,  recently 
acquired  by  the  BSO  (first-balcony  right,  opposite  end  of  corridor);  and 

• a look  at  architectural  and  decorative  details  of  Symphony  Hall  (first-balcony  left).

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Keith  Lockhart  became  the  twentieth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  in  1995,  adding  his 
artistic  vision  to  the  Pops  tradition  established  by  his  predecessors  John  Williams  and 
Arthur  Fiedler.  During  his  sixteen-year  tenure,  he  has  conducted  more  than  1,200  Boston 
Pops  concerts  and  introduced  the  innovative  JazzFest  and  EdgeFest  series,  which  feature 
the  Pops  performing  with  prominent  jazz  and  indie  artists.  Reflecting  a passionate 
commitment  to  music  of  the  Broadway  stage,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  in 
collaboration  with  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  in  concert  performances  of  Rodgers 
and  Hammerstein's  Carousel  and  Stephen  Sondheim's  A Little  Night  Music,  as  well  as 
musical  reviews  of  the  works  of  Sondheim  and  Bernstein,  performed  both  at  Symphony 
Hall  in  Boston  and  at  Tanglewood.  He  has  also  spearheaded  collaborations  with  students 
from  the  Boston  Conservatory  and  Berklee  College  of  Music,  and  visits  music  programs 
in  the  Boston  Public  Schools  whenever  his  schedule  allows.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  been  the 
driving  force  behind  the  success  of  PopSearch  and  the  Boston  Pops  High  School  Sing-Off, 
performing  competitions  that  have  offered  talented  singers  an  opportunity  to  perform 
with  the  Boston  Pops  at  Symphony  Hall  and  the  July  4 concert  on  Boston's  Charles 
River  Esplanade.  Under  his  leadership,  the  Boston  Pops  has  commissioned  several  new 
works,  including  "The  Dream  Lives  On:  A Portrait  of  the  Kennedy  Brothers,"  premiered 
in  May  2010  during  the  Pops'  125th  season,  as  well  as  dozens  of  new  arrangements. 

Keith  Lockhart  has  worked  with  a wide  array  of  artists  from  virtually  every  corner  of 
the  entertainment  world.  He  is  loved  by  audiences  far  and  wide  for  his  inimitable  style, 
expressed  not  only  through  his  consummate  music-making,  but  also  by  his  unique  ability 
to  speak  directly  to  the  audience  about  the  music  for  which  he  feels  so  passionately 
committed.  Mr.  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  have  released  four  self-produced  record- 
ings—S/e/gh  Ride,  America,  Oscar  & Tony,  and  The  Red  Sox  Album.  They  have  also  recorded 
eight  albums  with  RCA  Victor— Runnin’  Wild:  The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn  Miller,  American 
Visions,  the  Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic  Album,  Holiday  Pops,  A Splash  of  Pops,  Encore!, 
the  Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album,  and  My  Favorite  Things:  A Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  made  68  television  shows  with  the  Boston  Pops,  including 


a recent  concert  featuring  jazz  trumpeter  Chris  Botti,  and  special  guests  Sting,  John  Mayer, 
and  Steven  Tyler,  which  was  nationally  broadcast  on  PBS  in  March  2009  and  subsequently 
released  on  DVD,  Blu-ray,  and  a Grammy-nominated  CD.  One  of  Mr.  Lockhart's  favorite 
events  is  the  annual  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular,  broadcast  nationally  on  CBS 
Television  and  watched  by  approximately  10  million  viewers  each  year.  In  addition  to  many 
Holiday  Pops  telecasts,  he  led  38  new  programs  for  PBS's  Evening  at  Pops  (1970-2004). 
He  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  on  33  national  tours,  as  well  as  performances  at  Carnegie 
Hall  and  Radio  City  Music  Hall,  and  brought  the  music  of  "America's  Orchestra"  overseas 
in  four  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  national 
anthem  for  numerous  major  sports  events. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies  with  piano  lessons 
at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University  in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and 
Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh,  and  has  previously  served  as  associate  con- 
ductor of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  In  August  2010, 
Mr.  Lockhart  was  named  principal  conductor  of  the  BBC  Concert  Orchestra.  Last  month 
he  led  that  orchestra  on  a fifteen-city  United  States  tour,  In  addition  to  guest  conducting 
appearances  in  the  United  States  and  abroad,  Mr.  Lockhart  also  holds  the  titles  of  Artistic 
Director  of  the  Brevard  Music  Center  in  North  Carolina  and  Music  Director  Emeritus  of 
the  Utah  Symphony.  As  music  director  of  that  orchestra  from  1998  to  2009,  Mr.  Lockhart 
led  performances  at  the  2002  Olympic  Games.

In  a career  spanning  five  decades,  John  Williams  has  become  one  of  America's  most 
accomplished  and  successful  composers  for  film  and  for  the  concert  stage,  and  he 
remains  one  of  our  nation's  most  distinguished  and  contributive  musical  voices.  He  has 
composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  one  hundred  films, 
including  all  six  Star  Wars  films,  the  first  three  Harry  Potter  films.  Superman,  and  Home 
Alone.  His  35-year  artistic  partnership  with  director  Steven  Spielberg  has  included 
Schindler's  List,  E.T.  The  Extra-Terrestrial,  Jaws,  Jurassic  Park,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third 
Kind,  the  Indiana  Jones  films,  Munich,  and  Saving  Private  Ryan.  For  television,  he  wrote 
scores  for  the  early  anthology  series  Alcoa  Theatre,  Kraft  Television  Theatre,  Chrysler 
Theatre,  and  Playhouse  90,  as  well  as  themes  for  NBC  Nightly  News  ("The  Mission"), 

NBC's  Meet  the  Press,  and  PBS's  Great  Performances.  He  also  composed  themes  for  the 
1984, 1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  Games,  and  the  2002  Winter  Olympic  Games. 
He  has  received  five  Academy  Awards  and  45  Oscar  nominations,  seven  British  Academy 
Awards  (BAFTA),  21  Grammys,  four  Golden  Globes,  four  Emmys,  and  numerous  gold  and 
platinum  records.  In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  succeeding  the  legendary  Arthur  Fiedler.  He  currently  holds 
the  titles  of  Boston  Pops  Laureate  Conductor,  which  he  assumed  following  his  retirement 
in  December  1993,  and  Artist-in-Residence  at  Tanglewood.  Mr.  Williams  has  composed 
numerous  works  for  the  concert  stage,  among  them  two  symphonies,  and  concertos 
commissioned  by  leading  orchestras,  including  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  New 
York  Philharmonic,  The  Cleveland  Orchestra,  and  the  Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Mr.  Williams  composed  and  arranged  "Air  and  Simple  Gifts"  especially  for  the  inaugural 
ceremony  of  President  Barack  Obama,  and  in  September  2009,  the  Boston  Symphony 
premiered  a new  work  for  harp  and  orchestra  entitled  "On  Willows  and  Birches."

JIM  DALE 

Jim  Dale  became  "The  Toast  of  Broadway"  when  he  created  the  flamboyant  title  role  in  the 
Cy  Coleman  musical  Barnum.  Born  in  Rothwell,  England,  he  studied  tap  dancing,  eccentric 
comedy  dancing,  judo,  national  dancing,  ballet,  and  tumbling  from  the  age  of  nine.  At 
seventeen  he  became  the  youngest  professional  comedian  in  Great  Britain,  touring  on 
the  variety  music  hall  circuit.  He  joined  the  Royal  Air  Force  at  eighteen  and  spent  the 
next  two  years  entertaining  troops  in  England  and  Germany.  At  twenty-two  he  became 
the  first  recording  artist  under  the  wing  of  the  legendary  Beatles  recording  manager. 

Sir  George  Martin,  who  produced  many  hit  records  for  him  over  the  next  two  years. 

Jim  first  appeared  in,  then  hosted,  the  two  top  music  shows  on  British  television,  6-5 
Special  and  Thank  Your  Lucky  Stars,  subsequently  hosting  BBC  radio's  Saturday  Morning 
Children's  Requests.  In  1966  he  played  the  clown  Autolycus  in  Shakespeare's  The  Winter's  Tale 
at  the  Edinburgh  Festival,  returning  in  1967  to  play  Bottom  in  A Midsummer  Night's  Dream 
and  the  title  role  in  Scapino.  In  1970,  at  the  request  of  Laurence  Olivier,  he  joined  the  British 
National  Theatre  as  a leading  actor.  Over  the  next  two  years  he  appeared  in  Love's  Labour's 
Lost,  The  Merchant  of  Venice,  The  National  Health,  The  Good  Natured  Man,  Sancho,  The  Captain 
of  Kopenick,  and,  with  Anthony  Hopkins,  The  Architect  and  the  Emperor  of  Assyria.  At  the  Young 
Vic,  he  re-created  the  title  role  in  Scapino,  which  he  co-adapted  with  Frank  Dunlop,  and  played 
Petruchio  in  The  Taming  of  the  Shrew.  His  other  West  End  credits  include  The  Burglar,  The 
Wayward  Way,  The  Card,  A Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  The  Merchant  of  Venice,  The  Winter's  Tale,

As  an  actor  he 
has  earned  a Tony  Award,  five  Tony  nominations,  four  Drama  Desk  Awards,  and  four  Outer 
Critics  Awards.  As  a lyric  writer  he  received  an  Oscar  nomination  for  the  song  "Georgy  Girl." 
In  the  Royal  Birthday  Honors  List  2003,  Queen  Elizabeth  II  honored  Jim  with  an  MBE,  and  in 
2010  he  was  inducted  into  the  American  Theater  Hall  of  Fame  for  Lifetime  Achievement  in 
the  Theater.

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JAMES  ORENT 


Boston  native  James  Orent's  lifelong  passion  for  music  and  aviation  can  be  traced  back  to  his 
childhood  heroes:  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  NASA's  Mercury  Seven  astronauts. 
Since  his  debut  at  eighteen  conducting  Stravinsky's  Symphony  of  Psalms,  he  has  per- 
formed in  thirteen  countries  as  a conductor  and  violinist  in  music  ranging  from  sym- 
phony, ballet,  and  opera,  to  rock,  film,  and  commercial  recordings.  Now  in  his  24th 
season  as  a Boston  Pops  violinist,  guest  conductor,  and  cover  conductor,  he  recently 
had  the  honor  of  working  with  Buzz  Aldrin  when  the  astronaut  appeared  with  Keith 
Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  in  a concert  celebrating  the  40th  anniversary  of  Apollo 
11.  He  has  also  made  more  than  60  appearances  during  the  Holiday  Pops  season  as 
guest  conductor.  Recent  highlights  include  conducting  the  Pops  brass  section  at  Game 
5 of  the  NBA  finals  between  the  Celtics  and  Lakers,  sharing  the  podium  with  John  Williams 
for  a live  broadcast  Boston  Pops  concert,  and  the  Phillips  Academy  Cantata  Tours  of  the  Czech 
Republic  and  Hungary,  and  of  Canada.  Mr.  Orent  and  his  Newton  Symphony  currently  appear 
on  Brazilian  television's  series  of  live  recorded  concerts.  Since  2008  he  has  served  as  music 
director  for  the  Mass  9/11  Fund's  solemn  commemorations  at  the  Statehouse,  and  in  April 
2008  he  conducted  members  of  the  Boston  Pops  at  Fenway  Park's  telecast  Opening  Day 
Ceremonies.  Mr.  Orent  recently  assumed  music  director  posts  with  the  Newton  and  Brockton 
symphonies,  and  Phillips  (Andover)  Academy  symphony  and  chamber  orchestras.  In  2003 
he  made  Boston  Pops  history  with  his  dramatic  substitution  for  Keith  Lockhart  at  Chicago's 
Ravinia  Festival.  He  made  his  local  radio  debut  in  1998  and  his  national  television  debut  in 
1999  at  the  Ryder  Cup  Matches.  Principal  Conductor  of  The  Boston  Conservatory  Repertory 
Orchestra,  he  has  conducted  the  Fort  Worth,  Spokane,  Springfield  (MA),  New  Hampshire, 
Indian  Hill,  Lexington,  and  Melrose  symphonies,  as  well  as  the  Handel  and  Haydn  Society, 
Hartford  Ballet,  Pro  Arte  Chamber,  Boston  Conservatory  and  Ballet,  and  Greater  Boston  Youth 
Symphony  Orchestras.  Mr.  Orent  lectures  on  performance  anxiety/performance  enhancement 
through  his  Fearless  Living  seminars.  He  collaborated  on  ARCADD  Architectural  Firm's  entry 
into  the  2003  International  Design  Competition  for  the  Stavanger  (Norway)  Theatre/Concert 
Hall  and  led  the  Scottish  Rite  Masons'  Millennium  2000  national  videocast.  Former  assistant 
concertmaster  of  the  Boston  Lyric  Opera  Orchestra,  he  has  been  music  director  of  the  Erie 
Ballet,  Holyoke  Orchestra,  and  Amherst  Contemporary  Music  Ensemble.  Mr.  Orent  won  his 
Buffalo  Philharmonic  conducting  audition  by  unanimous  decision  on  the  semifinal  round, 
earning  the  first  NEA/Martha  Baird  Rockefeller  Fund/Affiliate  Artists  residency  with  the  Erie 
Philharmonic.  Flying  and  skydiving  are  lifelong  interests.  Keith  Lockhart  drew  upon  Mr.  Orent's 
airline  and  barnstorming  experience  to  fly  Celtic  musicians  from  New  York  to  his  home  in 
northern  Maine  directly  through  Hurricane  Fran.  He  holds  the  Airline  Transport  Pilot  Certificate, 
US  Parachute  Association's  Advanced  Skydiver  License,  and  is  a member  of  "POPS,"  the 
"Parachutists  Over  Phorty  Society."

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  gave  its  first  performance  in  April  1970  and  continues  to  cel- 
ebrate its  40th  anniversary  this  season.  In  2010-11  at  Symphony  Hall,  the  ensemble  joins  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  for  music  of  Bach,  Berlioz,  Falla,  Mahler,  and  Stravinsky. 
This  past  summer,  the  chorus  and  founding  conductor  John  Oliver  celebrated  the 
anniversary  by  joining  the  BSO  in  works  by  Mahler,  Stravinsky,  Mozart,  Poulenc,  Holst, 
and  Beethoven.  Founded  in  January  1970,  when  conductor  John  Oliver  was  named 
Director  of  Choral  and  Vocal  Activities  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center,  the  Tanglewood 
Festival  Chorus  made  its  debut  on  April  11  that  year,  in  a performance  of  Beethoven's 
Symphony  No.  9 with  Leonard  Bernstein  conducting  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra. 
Made  up  of  members  who  donate  their  time  and  talent,  and  formed  originally  under 
the  joint  sponsorship  of  Boston  University  and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  for  perform- 
ances during  the  BSO's  Tanglewood  season,  the  chorus  originally  numbered  60  well-trained 
Boston-area  singers  but  soon  expanded  to  a complement  of  120  singers  and  also  began  play- 
ing a major  role  in  the  BSO's  subscription  season,  as  well  as  in  BSO  performances  at  New 
York's  Carnegie  Hall.  Now  numbering  more  than  250  members,  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus  performs  year-round  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  Boston  Pops,  and  has 
developed  an  international  reputation  for  its  skill,  intelligence,  versatility,  thrilling  sound,  and 
enthusiastic  performances.  The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  gave  its  first  overseas  perform- 
ances in  December  1994,  touring  with  Seiji  Ozawa  and  the  BSO  to  Hong  Kong  and  Japan. 
They  have  also  performed  on  BSO  tours  in  Europe  with  Bernard  Haitink  in  2001  and,  most 
recently,  with  James  Levine  in  2007.  The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  has  made  dozens  of 
recordings  with  the  BSO  and  Boston  Pops,  including  a disc  of  a cappella  music  released  to 
mark  the  ensemble's  40th  anniversary.  The  chorus  performed  its  Jordan  Hall  debut  program 
at  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music  in  May  2004;  had  the  honor  of  singing  at  Sen. 
Edward  Kennedy's  funeral;  has  performed  with  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  Boston  Red  Sox  on 
Opening  Day,  and  can  also  be  heard  on  several  movie  soundtracks. 


John  Oliver  founded  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  in  1970  and  has  since  prepared  the  TFC 
for  more  than  900  performances,  including  appearances  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
at  Symphony  Hall,  Tanglewood,  Carnegie  Hall,  and  on  tour  in  Europe  and  the  Far  East,  as  well 
as  with  visiting  orchestras  and  as  a solo  ensemble.  He  has  had  a major  impact  on  musical  life 
in  Boston  and  beyond  through  his  work  with  countless  TFC  members,  former  students  from 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  (where  he  taught  for  thirty-two  years),  and  Fellows 
of  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  who  now  perform  with  distinguished  musical  institutions 
throughout  the  world.  He  made  his  Boston  Symphony  conducting  debut  at  Tanglewood  in 
August  1985,  led  subscription  concerts  for  the  first  time  in  December  1985,  conducted  the 
orchestra  most  recently  in  July  1998,  and  returned  to  the  BSO  podium  to  open  the  BSO's  final 
Tanglewood  concert  of  this  past  summer  with  a TFC  performance  of  Bach's  motet,  Jesu,  meine 
Freude.  In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  and  Tanglewood  Music 
Center,  Mr.  Oliver  has  held  posts  as  conductor  of  the  Framingham  Choral  Society,  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  and  director  of  the  chorus  at  Boston  University,  and  for  many  years  on  the

faculty  of  MIT,  where  he  was  lecturer  and  then  senior  lecturer  in  music.  While  at  MIT,  he  con 
ducted  the  MIT  Glee  Club,  Choral  Society,  Chamber  Chorus,  and  Concert  Choir.  In  1977  he 
founded  the  John  Oliver  Chorale,  which  performed  a wide-ranging  repertoire.  Mr.  Oliver's 
appearances  as  a guest  conductor  have  included  Mozart's  Requiem  with  the  New  Japan 
Philharmonic  and  Shinsei  Chorus,  and  Mendelssohn's  Elijah  and  Vaughan  Williams's  A Sea 
Symphony  with  the  Berkshire  Choral  Institute.

TANGLEWOOD  FESTIVAL  CHORUS 

JOHN  OLIVER,  CONDUCTOR 

Alan  J.  and  Suzanne  W.  Dworsky  Chair,  fully  funded  in  perpetuity 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  gave  its  first  performance  in  April 
1970  and  continues  to  celebrate  its  40th  anniversary  this  season. 

In  2010-11  at  Symphony  Hall,  the  ensemble  joins  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  for  music  of  Bach,  Berlioz,  Falla,  Mahler,  and  Stravinsky. 

This  past  summer,  the  chorus  and  founding  conductor  John  Oliver 
celebrated  the  anniversary  by  joining  the  BSO  in  works  by  Mahler, 
Stravinsky,  Mozart,  Poulenc,  Holst,  and  Beethoven.  Founded  in 
January  1970,  when  conductor  John  Oliver  was  named  Director  of 
Choral  and  Vocal  Activities  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center,  the 
Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  made  its  debut  on  April  11  that  year, 
in  a performance  of  Beethoven's  Symphony  No.  9 with  Leonard  Bernstein  conducting  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Made  up  of  members  who  donate  their  time  and  talent,  and  formed  originally  under  the  joint 
sponsorship  of  Boston  University  and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  for  performances  during  the  BSO's 
Tanglewood  season,  the  chorus  originally  numbered  60  well-trained  Boston-area  singers  but  soon  expanded  to 
a complement  of  120  singers  and  also  began  playing  a major  role  in  the  BSO's  subscription  season,  as  well  as 
in  BSO  performances  at  New  York's  Carnegie  Hall.  Now  numbering  more  than  250  members,  the  Tanglewood 
Festival  Chorus  performs  year-round  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  Boston  Pops,  and  has  developed 
an  international  reputation  for  its  skill,  intelligence,  versatility,  thrilling  sound,  and  enthusiastic  performances. 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  gave  its  first  overseas  performances  in  December  1994,  touring  with  Seiji  Ozawa 
and  the  BSO  to  Hong  Kong  and  Japan.  They  have  also  performed  on  BSO  tours  in  Europe  with  Bernard  Haitink 
in  2001  and,  most  recently,  with  James  Levine  in  2007.  The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  has  made  dozens  of 
recordings  with  the  BSO  and  Boston  Pops,  including  a disc  of  a cappella  music  released  to  mark  the  ensemble's 
40th  anniversary.  The  chorus  performed  its  Jordan  Hall  debut  program  at  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music  in  May  2004;  had  the  honor  of  singing  at  Sen.  Edward  Kennedy's  funeral;  has  performed  with  the  Boston 
Pops  for  the  Boston  Red  Sox  on  Opening  Day,  and  can  also  be  heard  on  several  movie  soundtracks. 

John  Oliver  founded  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  in  1970  and  has  since  prepared  the  TFC  for  more  than  900 
performances,  including  appearances  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  at  Symphony  Hall,  Tanglewood, 
Carnegie  Hall,  and  on  tour  in  Europe  and  the  Far  East,  as  well  as  with  visiting  orchestras  and  as  a solo  ensemble. 
He  has  had  a major  impact  on  musical  life  in  Boston  and  beyond  through  his  work  with  countless  TFC  members, 
former  students  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  (where  he  taught  for  thirty-two  years),  and  Fellows 
of  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  who  now  perform  with  distinguished  musical  institutions  throughout  the  world. 

He  made  his  Boston  Symphony  conducting  debut  at  Tanglewood  in  August  1985,  led  subscription  concerts  for 
the  first  time  in  December  1985,  conducted  the  orchestra  most  recently  in  July  1998,  and  returned  to  the  BSO 
podium  to  open  the  BSO's  final  Tanglewood  concert  of  this  past  summer  with  a TFC  performance  of  Bach's  motet, 
Jesu,  meine  Freude.  In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  and  Tanglewood  Music  Center, 
Mr.  Oliver  has  held  posts  as  conductor  of  the  Framingham  Choral  Society,  as  a member  of  the  faculty  and 
director  of  the  chorus  at  Boston  University,  and  for  many  years  on  the  faculty  of  MIT,  where  he  was  lecturer  and 
then  senior  lecturer  in  music.  While  at  MIT,  he  conducted  the  MIT  Glee  Club,  Choral  Society,  Chamber  Chorus, 
and  Concert  Choir.  In  1977  he  founded  the  John  Oliver  Chorale,  which  performed  a wide-ranging  repertoire. 

Mr.  Oliver's  appearances  as  a guest  conductor  have  included  Mozart's  Requiem  with  the  New  Japan 
Philharmonic  and  Shinsei  Chorus,  and  Mendelssohn's  Elijah  and  Vaughan  Williams's  A Sea  Symphony 
with  the  Berkshire  Choral  Institute. 


KEITH  LOCKHART 

Julian  and  Eunice  Cohen  Boston  Pops  Conductor 


Keith  Lockhart  became  the  twentieth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops 
in  1995,  adding  his  artistic  vision  to  the  Pops  tradition  established 
by  his  predecessors  John  Williams  and  Arthur  Fiedler.  During  his 
sixteen-year  tenure,  he  has  conducted  more  than  1,200  Boston 
Pops  concerts  and  introduced  the  innovative  JazzFest  and  EdgeFest 
series,  which  feature  the  Pops  performing  with  prominent  jazz  and 
indie  artists.  Reflecting  a passionate  commitment  to  music  of  the 
Broadway  stage,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  in 
collaboration  with  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  in  concert 
performances  of  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein's  Carouse/ and  Stephen 
Sondheim's  A Little  Night  Music,  as  well  as  musical  reviews  of  the 
works  of  Sondheim  and  Bernstein,  performed  both  at  Symphony 
Flail  in  Boston  and  at  Tanglewood.  He  has  also  spearheaded 
collaborations  with  students  from  the  Boston  Conservatory  and 
Berklee  College  of  Music,  and  visits  music  programs  in  the 
Boston  Public  Schools  whenever  his  schedule  allows.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  been  the  driving  force  behind  the  success 
of  PopSearch  and  the  Boston  Pops  High  School  Sing-Off,  performing  competitions  that  have  offered  talented 
singers  an  opportunity  to  perform  with  the  Boston  Pops  at  Symphony  Hall  and  the  July  4 concert  on  Boston's 
Charles  River  Esplanade.  Under  his  leadership,  the  Boston  Pops  has  commissioned  several  new  works,  including 
"The  Dream  Lives  On:  A Portrait  of  the  Kennedy  Brothers,"  premiered  in  May  2010  during  the  Pops'  125th  season, 
as  well  as  dozens  of  new  arrangements. 

Keith  Lockhart  has  worked  with  a wide  array  of  artists  from  virtually  every  corner  of  the  entertainment  world. 

He  is  loved  by  audiences  far  and  wide  for  his  inimitable  style,  expressed  not  only  through  his  consummate 
music-making,  but  also  by  his  unique  ability  to  speak  directly  to  the  audience  about  the  music  for  which  he  feels 
so  passionately  committed.  Mr.  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  have  released  four  self-produced  recordings — 

Sleigh  Ride,  America,  Oscar  & Tony,  and  The  Red  Sox  Album.  They  have  also  recorded  eight  albums  with 
RCA  Victor— /?unn/n'  Wild:  The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn  Miller,  American  Visions,  the  Grammy-nominated 
The  Celtic  Album,  Holiday  Pops,  A Splash  of  Pops,  Encore!,  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album,  and 
My  Favorite  Things:  A Richard  Rodgers  Celebration.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  made  68  television  shows  with  the  Boston 
Pops,  including  a recent  concert  featuring  jazz  trumpeter  Chris  Botti,  and  special  guests  Sting,  John  Mayer,  and 
Steven  Tyler,  which  was  nationally  broadcast  on  PBS  in  March  2009  and  subsequently  released  on  DVD,  Blu-ray, 
and  a Grammy-nominated  CD.  One  of  Mr.  Lockhart's  favorite  events  is  the  annual  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular,  broadcast  nationally  on  CBS  Television  and  watched  by  approximately  10  million  viewers  each 
year.  In  addition  to  many  Holiday  Pops  telecasts,  he  led  38  new  programs  for  PBS's  Evening  at  Pops  (1970-2004). 
He  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  on  33  national  tours,  as  well  as  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  Radio  City  Music 
Hall,  and  brought  the  music  of  "America's  Orchestra"  overseas  in  four  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Mr.  Lockhart 
has  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  national  anthem  for  numerous  major  sports  events. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven. 

He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University  in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh,  and 
has  previously  served  as  associate  conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras. 

In  August  2010,  Mr.  Lockhart  was  named  principal  conductor  of  the  BBC  Concert  Orchestra.  Last  month  he 
led  that  orchestra  on  a fifteen-city  United  States  tour.  In  addition  to  guest  conducting  appearances  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad,  Mr.  Lockhart  also  holds  the  titles  of  Artistic  Director  of  the  Brevard  Music  Center  in  North 
Carolina  and  Music  Director  Emeritus  of  the  Utah  Symphony.  As  music  director  of  that  orchestra  from  1998  to 
2009,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  performances  at  the  2002  Olympic  Games.

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THE  BOSTON  POPS 


Affectionately  known  os  "America's  Orchestra,"  the  Boston  Pops  is  the  most  recorded  and 
arguably  the  most  beloved  orchestra  in  the  country,  beginning  with  the  establishment  of  the 
modern-era  Pops  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  continuing  through  the  innovations  introduced  by 
John  Williams  and  the  new-millennium  Pops  spearheaded  by  Keith  Lockhart.  With  the  125th 
anniversary  season,  the  Boston  Pops  reaches  a landmark  moment  in  a remarkable  history 
that  began  with  its  founding  in  1885.  Fours  years  earlier,  in  1881,  Civil  War  veteran 
Henry  Lee  Higginson  founded  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  calling  its  establishment 
"the  dream  of  my  life."  From  the  start  he  intended  to  present,  in  the  warmer  months,  concerts 
of  light  classics  and  the  popular  music  of  the  day.  From  a practical  perspective,  Higginson 
realized  that  these  "lighter"  performances  would  provide  year-round  employment  for  his 
musicians.  The  "Promenade  Concerts,"  as  they  were  originally  called,  were  soon  informally 
known  as  "Popular  Concerts,"  which  eventually  became  shortened  to  "Pops,"  the  name 
officially  adopted  in  1900.  Some  people  may  not  realize  that  there  were  seventeen  Pops 
conductors,  beginning  with  the  German  Adolf  Neuendorff,  who  preceded  Arthur  Fiedler, 
the  first  American-born  musician  to  lead  the  orchestra.  In  his  nearly  50-year  tenure  as  Pops 
Conductor  (1930-1979),  Arthur  Fiedler  established  the  Boston  Pops  as  a national  icon. 
When  John  Williams  (1980-1993)  succeeded  Arthur  Fiedler  in  1980,  he  was  the  most 
highly  acclaimed  composer  in  Hollywood,  and  today,  with  45  Academy  Award  nominations, 
he  is  the  most-nominated  living  person  in  Academy  history.  With  the  Pops,  Mr.  Williams 
continued  the  orchestra's  prolific  recording  tradition  with  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels,  broadened  and  updated  the  Pops  repertoire,  and 
entertained  audiences  with  live  orchestral  accompaniment  to  film  clips  of  memorable  movie 
scenes,  many  of  which  featured  iconic  music  from  his  own  film  scores.  Having  led  more  than 
1,200  Boston  Pops  concerts,  Keith  Lockhart  (1995-present)  is  now  in  his  sixteenth  season 
as  Boston  Pops  Conductor.  In  response  to  the  ever-diversifying  trends  in  music,  Keith  Lockhart 
has  taken  the  Pops  in  new  directions,  creating  programs  that  reach  out  to  a broader  and 
younger  audience  by  presenting  artists— both  established  performers  and  rising  stars— from 
virtually  every  corner  of  the  entertainment  world,  all  the  while  maintaining  the  Pops'  appeal 
to  its  core  audience.  Mr.  Lockhart's  tenure  has  been  marked  by  a dramatic  increase  in 
touring,  the  orchestra's  first  Grammy  nominations,  the  first  major  network  national  broadcast 
of  the  Fourth-of-July  spectacular,  and  the  release  of  the  Boston  Pops'  first  self-produced  and 
self-distributed  recordings.
